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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 6-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not show an optical fiber connector having a ferrule with an optical 
fiber, which is fusion spliced to an optical fiber cable wherein (a) the ferrule is h^d in a 
detachable ferrule holder within an inner housing surrounded by an outer housing, a 
crimp ring is used to fix the cable to the inner housing and an anti-kink guard slid over 
the cable is attached between an inner housing and the outer housing as required by 
independent claim 6 and (b) the ferrule holder houses a portion of the optical fiber 
extending out of the ferrule and a portion of the optical fiber of the cable for fusion 
splicing as required by independent claim 8.
